At that conference Baruch guided Wilson's hand 7 he had guided the terms of 
American participation in World War I; as he has guided the course of American di- 
plomacy through succeeding administrations and over the death trail of World War II 
and U.N. "police action’ in Korea; as he now guides Eisenhower, who, as President- 
elect, publicly declared allegiance to Baruch, adding, “I was one of those who for 


the past quarter-century had the privilege of sitting at his feet and listening to 
his words of wisdom," 


An editorial in the San Francisco Examiner of Nov. 8, 1952 ran: “NEW AND CLEAN, 
--Now that the furore has died and the tension ended, it becomes clear that the 
Eisenhower landslide was an expression of the will of the people for a new and clean 
Administration. They are going to get what they wanted...Secretary Acheson is, of 
course, out. It is not enough as President-elect Eisenhower knows, to stop there. 
Estimates of the number of officials and diplomats to be thrown out range from 40 to 
100. Among them is Ambassador at Large Philip Jessup, not long ago hailed by Soviet 
Foreign Minister Vishinsky as the ideal representative of the United States in the 
United Nations. Ideal for whom? He was appointed by Mr. Truman in disregard of 
Congress and the American people...'* The Examiner needed only to turn back to the 
news printed in its columns of August 10, 1951 to recall that Jessup was high on 
Senator McCarthy's purge list at that time and that, though appointed by Truman, he 
had been strongly indorsed by General Eisenhower. 

Thus the international New Deal--which had made such impressive strides as the 
recognition of the U.S.S.R. by Franklin D. Roosevelt in a midnight parley with Sov- 
iet Foreign Commissar Maxim Litvinov and Dean Acheson (later U.S. Secretary of State, 
then attorney for the Soviet Union), and the delivery of Berlin to the Reds by Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower--was transferred with scarcely a creak of the machinery from the 
pemmcratic administration of Harry Truman to the Republican administration of Eisen-

"Secretary of State Acheson prepared today to give his successor, John Foster 
Dulles, a complete fill-in on American foreign policy and State Department adminis~ 
trative problems," ran an INS dispatch of December 4, 1952. News photos of early 
January, 1953 found visiting Prime Minister 'Jinston Churchill and President-elect 
Eisenhower seated,almost literally, at the feet of Bernard Baruch, garnering the 
pearls of wisdom that fell from the lips of the Elder Statesman who later, as quoted 
by the San Francisco Examiner of Aug. 17,1957, stated: “Ever since Lenin, every re- 
gime in Russia has invited me to come there. Lenin asked me to come and spend six 
months as an advisor, and he told his emissary: *I know Mr, Baruch will not be in- 
terested in money. But if he could think up a goodly number of millions that would 
interest him, let him name them.*" 

The wheels of the new Administration began to roll. Lewis Lichtenstein Strauss, 
longtime partner in Kuhn, Loeb & Company (underwriters of the Bolshevik revolution 

as mentioned above), returned after a two-year interval as an Eisenhower appointee 
to head the Atomic Energy Commission of which he was a member in the Truman regime 
When the Fuchs-Greenglass-Brothman-Gold-Weinbaum-Rosenberg spy ring made off with a

rich haul of atomic secrets, Chase National Bank*ts Winthrop Aldrich, who had served 
as one of the links between international finance and Soviet Bolshevism, became Am~ 
bassador to Great Britain. Charles (‘Chip‘?) Bohlen, who accompanied. Roosevelt to the 
disastrous “summits” of Teheran and Yalta and cooperated with Alger Hiss to lay the 
Yalta~Dumbarton Oaks groundwork for the United Nations Charter, was appointed--over 
the opposition of Senator Joseph McCarthy-~Ambassador to Moscow. 

If--from the moment he took the oath of office, administered by Chief Justice 
Vinson, and began his administration with the magnanimous support of his rival for 
the Republican nomination, the new Senate Majority Leader Robert Taft-~Eisenhower 
ever felt the impulse to defy the edicts of the mysterious powers-that-be, no doubt 
he gave the matter further thought and cannily held his tongue. The powers-that-be 
have at all times a reserve, often rated a conservative, with whom to replace the one 
who becomes “fed up‘? and shows symptoms of performing as an independent thinker. Be- 
fore the year was out Taft was gone, Chief Justice, Vinson was gone. McCarthy is 
gone. Dulles is gone, Eisenhower is still here, considerably the worse for wear 
somewhat shaky and stumbling of speech, but capable of being put on display for fhe 
duration of the sparkling occasion of official welcome to the heavily-guarded 
mass-murderer and top Communist bully who has boasted that he will “bury us. 

The heavy hand of dictatorship, censorship and intimidation is on Washington, 
D.C. The threat of retaliation, blackmail, ridicule and smear, and the fear of sud- 
den death stalk the very halls of Congress. Ghosts in the form of unanswered ques= 
tions haunt the place. The ghost of James Forrestal, wartime Secretary of the Navy 
and first U.S. Secretary of Defense, who learned too much about Zionist intrigue in 
the Middle East: did he commit suicide by leaping from the 16th floor of Bethesda 
Naval Hospital or was he pushed? The ghost of Gen. George S. Patton, who was held 
back from entering Berlin to permit Soviet troops to take the city and who was quote 
ed as saying, "I have a little black book and when I get back to the U.S.A. I’m 


going to blow the hell out of everything‘: was the collision between a truck and his 
military car, in which he was killed, an accident? The ghost of Senator Robert A. 


Taft: columnist Jonathan Yank raised this question in the August 17, 1953 issue of 
the Los Angeles Herald-Express: “It*s too bad Sen. Taft and Gen. MacArthur didn?t 
pool their forces at the last Republican convention. If either one had been President 
during the past seven months, we’d be in a lot better shape than we are now. Taft was 
too stubborn at the convention, But we still miss him, He was a good man. And you 
can’t help wonderin’? about that mysterious and fatal injury to his hip. What caused 
it? Some years ago the Communists of Hungary murdered a political opponent by con- 
cealin? a tube of radium in the upholstery of his chair, It caused cancer of the 
hip and, later, cancer of the blood stream. It’s too late to do anything about it 
now=-but I wish somebody had investigated Bob Taft*s chair. JONATHAN YANK." 

Yes, the atmosphere of Washington, D.C., reeking with the poison of over a 
quarter-century of pro-Soviet treason, is that of the same city on April 15, 1865 
when, as expressed by the news reporter of that day, assassination had been inaugur- 
ated via the pistol and the bowie knife. The pistol served to eliminate Senator 
Huey P. Long of Louisiana in the early days of the New Deal takeover; and it served 
in two murderous attempts on the life of ep. Louis T. McFadden of Pennsylvania 
following his exposure of the political-economic planning of the New Deal “brain 
trust" as a plot to overthrow our Constitutional form of government. An echo of the 
Long assassination was carried in Raymond Moley*s column of June 2,1953 in the Oak- 
land Tribune: "According to a report in the New York Times, Prof. Schlessinger and~ 
Francis Biddle, former ADA chairman, had a news conference at the recent convention 
of that organization, Denunciation of Senator McCarthy was, of course, the theme of 
their talk. Then Prof. Schlesinger took up the question of what to do about McCarthy. 
The Times thus describes what he said: *In a discussion of President Eisenhower's _ 
relations with Senator McCarthy, Mr. Schlesinger, a frequent target of the Wisconsin 
Republican, suggested the new Republican President might well study the tactics used 
by the late Franklin D. Roosevelt in reducing the political power of Senator Huey P. 
Long, Democrat of Louisiana, who later was assassinated. He said President Roosevelt 
had Administration Senators counter-attack Senator Long on the Senate floor, and 
also caused an investigation to be made of Senator Long*s income tax returns. All 
this helped to "isolate'? Senator Long and render him impotent politically, he de- 
clared, ?i 

The bowie knife, it seems, has given way to subtler methods that mark the tran- 
sition from bold assassination to concealed liquidation: the planted tube of radium 
as suggested above, pernaps; the relentless vilification and political persecution 
that hounded Joseph McCar hy to a premature death; or, possibly, just the time-honored 
cup of cold poison. Tacit recognition of this state of affairs as a npespaary evil 
of the New World Order pervades the Capitol and the visitor quickly catches the cue, 
as witness Lady Nancy Astor’s grisly joke--if joke it was--which asserted her belief 
(AP dispatch of March 27, 1953) ‘that she evidently was voicing what a lot of people 
were thinking when she expressed the hope that Senator Joseph McCarthy’s drink at a 
party the other night had been poisoned.‘ 

The scene took place, as related by Time Magazine of April 6, 1953, in the late 
afternoon of a day marked by bitter words directed by Bohlen-supporters at Senator 
McCarthy. On the previous day, says Time, ‘two U.S. Senators strode into a State 
Department office, seated themselves at a table and began poring over a 30-page doc- 
ument. Ohio's Robert A, Taft and Alabama's John Sparkman had come over from Capitol 
Hill to go through the FBI report on Charles E. (‘Chip't) Bohlen, nominee for Ambas- 
Sador to Russia....'' Time continues, under the heading An Ambassador is Confirmed: 
",.The argument rolled on until it was too late to vote thet day: Bob Taft had an- 
nounced that he didn’t want a vote after 5 p.m. because he had to be home at 5:30 for 
&@ tea in honor of Mamie Eisenhower, At the Tafts’ red brick Victorian house in 


Georgetown, men who had been snarling at one another over the Bohlen case met,chatted 
and sipped, Everything was as sweet as California port until one of the guests, 
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American-turned-Briton Nancy Astor, sidléd up to Joe McCarthy. Said razor-tongued 
Lady Astor, eying Joe’s drinks °*I hove it’s poison.’ Said Joe laters: *Itve been 
informed that some nice, kindly old lady did make that remark...?* 

Writers who have so painstakingly checked the hour-by-hour movements of the 
principals in the tragedy on the day Lincoln was shot would find an equally fascinat- 
ing field of investigation in the run of the news out of Washington in the year1953 
Why, they might speculate, had Senator Taft, who strode (according to Time) into a 
State Department office late in March and played golf with President Eisenhower in 
Augusta, Georgia late in April, become a broken man, hobbling on crutches,by early 


June?
